London, Jan. 26.-—The rejoicing of yesterday over the 


news from the war field was turned into the deepest apprehen- 
sion today 
The war office this morning posted the following 
ftricf dispatch from Gen. Buller, which was dated on Thursday 
at noon: 


''Gen. Warren's garrison, I am sorry to say, I find this 
morning, had in the night abandoned Spion Kop/'

enthusiastic joy of yesterday and the effect of today's dispatch

London, Jan. 26.—Advices have been 
received from Spearman’s Camp that 
Gen. Woodgate has snccumbcd to the 
woundss he received in the attack upon 
Spion kop. 


No F n r t h e r New«. 


London, Jan. 21), 3 a. m.—At three 
o’clock this morning' Ave know as much 
as we did at ten 
o’clock yesterday 
morning, nothing more. Gen. Bullcr's 
dispatch announcing- the taking 
of^ 
Spion kop is the only intelligence which 
has reached London, and that is so brief 
that w’e have little detail of what has 
happened. Gen. Warren not only suc­ 
ceeded in capturing the position, but is 
holding it in spite of strenuous efforts 
on the part of the Boers to dislodge him. 
These efforts, it is apparent, must be 
backed by a murderous shell fire. If 
Spion kop is situated as indicated, at 
the point whore two ridges unite, run­ 
ning northeast to Dewdrop and nortli- 
west to Acton Homes, its occupation 
by liritish troops must have cut the 
udvanced l>ot‘r position in two.

T h e r e a re now 94,870 feet of vvater 
mains in th e city, size 2 to 10 inches, 
m ak ing practically 18 miles of pipe. 


Seventy-four taps were m ade d u rin g 
the year, four of which a re mecered. 
T h e r e a r e now 938 taps in use and 15 
taps not connected with tixtures and 
consaquently not in use. 


T h e e n tir e cost of t h e w ater plant up 
to Dec. 31, 1899, as shown by th e r e ­ 
cords, was $93,573.21. 


D u rin g th e y e a r 19 leaks o c c u rre d in 
service pipes and tixtures. m any of 
them being caused by the h a r d freeze 
in F e b r u a r y . 
Only one leak in the 
water mains proper was found d u rin g 
the year. 


W a t e r was tu rn ed off at e i g h t places 
for violation of th e rules, and a t thirty- 
six places for non-paym ent of rental. 
All I he parties pro m ptly paid th e ir 
bills a fter w ater was closed off and th e 
supply was restored lo them. 


A fter 
a n o th e r 
y e a r ’s 
e x p e rie n c e 
with m e te rs I am more than e v e r con­ 
vinced t h a t th e oniy fair way to sell 
.vaier is by m e te r m easurem ent, and 
th a t a m e te r is the only th in g t h a t will 
effectually stop the waste of w ater in 
buildingssupplled throu g h t h e o r d i u a r y 
kinds of tixtures. 
As an example, we 
may point to th e leading an d largest 
business block of this city. 
Previous 
to .January 1, 1899. this block was fur­ 
nished with w ater at a llat r a te a m o u n t­ 
ing to a bout $1 85.0 0 per y e a r all told. 
J a n u a r y 1, 1899, a m e te r was put on and 
the tirst m o n t h ’s reading revealed the 
s tartlin g fact th a t over 500,000 gallons 
of w a te r had been supplied to the 
block in th irty days, at an estim ated 
expense to th e city of over $ 4 5 . UU, or 
taking this as an averag e t h e expense 
to th e city of supplying this block for a 
year would be over $500.00. 
The r e ­ 
sult of this test was t h a t the pro p rieto r 
Installed his own private w a te r plant 
and has since used but a small a m ount 
of city water. 
W ith o u t a d o ubt one- 
half of th e w ater pumped 
into t h a t 
block was wasted th ro u g h closets, etc.. 
and while th e city has lost a b o ut $150 00 
of w ater ren tals by reason of th e ow ner 
[)utting in a private water system, we 
have saved over 
5.0»»0,OUO gallons of 
water in th e y e a r from which to supply 
new consum ers who pay for w h a t they 
get. and have also made a co rre sp o n d ­ 
ing saving in th e cost of o p e ra tin g the 
plant. 


How to p re v e n t undue waste is one 
of the g re a te s t problems t h a t confront 
the m a n a g e rs of w ater d e p a rtm e n ts and 
dem ands close and careful attention. 
U nder p roper restrictions I believe our 
present system is sutVicient to supply a 
city almost twice as large as ours with 
all th e w ater needed for e v e ry legiti­ 
mate purpose. 


It is p erh ap s a fair estim ate to say 
th a t d u r in g the past year our system 
supplied daily 5,000 persons with water. 
D uring th e m onth of April little or no 
w ater was used except for ordin ary 
purposes, and ta k in g th a t m o n th for a 
basis we tind t h a t th e a v e ra g e daily

the governm ent at very 
reasonable prices compared with those 
now ruling. 
Wo are now doing more 
or less .shipbuinl'nij: in western Michi­ 
gan, at Benton iia 
South Haven, 
(rrand Haven and Ludington, and at 
Muskegon wc have foundries 
with 
large capacity and unlimited room for 
expansion. 
If we should secure gov­ 
ernm ent contracts we could develop 
im portant plants and who knows but 
we may ultim ately capture the arm or 
plate plant of which there has been so 
much discussion. 


“ T he construction of small warships 
on L ake Michigan would be an ideal 
arrangem ent in case we were at war 
with any foreign power, for while our 
tidew ater shipyards m ight be at the 
mercy of a g reat naval power, we could 
turn out torpedo boats, gunboats, cut­ 
ters and other light craft on Lake 
Michigan without the slightest fear of 
an enemy.
